Six of these drownings occyrtred cff thé 
water fronts of Manhattan and the 
Bronx: Four took place off that part of 
the shore of Long Island, which is in 
the Borough of Queens. Three. oecurred 
in Jersey waters, and two off the coast 
of Staten Island. There were only two 
drownings in Brooklyn and at Coney 
Island. Two persons were drowned near 
Atlantic Highland, one death occurred at 
Port Jefferson, L. I. 

Philadelphia reported seven deaths from 
drowning, and New England six—twenty- 
three altogether in the Eastern States.

START MADE IN A HAZE. 


Aviator Sailed Aloft on His Flight at 
8:48, Ahead of Time. 


A thick haze hung over New York Har- 
bor when Harry N. Atwood, the Boston 
aviator, left Governors Island yesterday 
morning at 8:48, twelve minutes before his 
scheduled time. The haze hid from. view 
evePything on* the North River beyond 
the outlines of-the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Ferry terminal, clouded the. outlines of 
the Brooklyn Bridge, stretched an opaque 
curtain before the Singer Building and 
skyscrapers beyond it on lower Manhat- 
tan, and cut off the view of Staten Isl- 
and. The Statue of Liberty and the Im- 
migration Bulldings on Ellis Island were 
wreathed in mist. 

A breeze from the southeast stirred the 
waters of the upper bay slightly and 
piled up the inist, in spite of the rising 
sun, which could be dimly seen through a 
bright patch in the east. This breeze 
hastened Atwood’s departure. 


“\I want to get into it.“ he said. “At 
the rate the wind is blowing now it. will 
add about the equivalent of 150 miles to 
the trip to Atlantic City. I believe the 
wind may increase and I want to get 
started right away.” 

Atwood sent for Capt. Jack Madden to 
witness the start, but when, after about 
two minutes’ wait, the Captain failed to 
appear, he gave the order to cast off. 
Just before the signal he shook hands 
with the nearest of his companions and 
said ‘‘Good bye!” 

With a company of mechanicians and 
assistants, Atwood made his appearance 
on Governors Island at 7:30. © had an 
early breakfast at the Hotel Manhattan, 
where he spent the might. The aviator 
had with him two prepetier blades, hav- 
ing broken one of the blades in his trials 
the day before. The party walked down 
through the sunken Btreets and covered 
passage ways of Fort 4 to the little 
ag 0 5 ground, past the Army Y. M. 

. A, Building, and set to work to fit one 
of the new propellers in place of the 
broken one. 

After some ———— Atwood decided 
not to replace the unbroken propeller. 
Several tests of the engine showed it to 
work in good order, and the new propeller 
revolved satisfactorily. 

As soon as these details had been at- 
tended to, Atwood showed his impatience 
to begin the flight. He climb to his 
seat and tested “all the levers, much as 
a boy would mount a new hobby horse. 
He displayed keen delight at the prospect 
of starting his aerial journey. 

Atwood asked then that Capt. Madden 
be sent for. He inquired the time from 
one of his attendants and was informed 
that it was 8:46. He hesitated for a 
few seconds and then ve orders that 
he was to be released at 8:48. The men

People from Many Lands Unite 
In Honoring the Flag and Ac- 
claiming the Declaration. 


CITY HALL HAS A BIRTHDAY 


Its 100 Years Observed anda Brighter 
Future Assured for It—Great Crowds 
Seek the Pleasure Resorts.

The celebration of Independence Day 
throughout the country 'this year showed 
that the “safe and sane” idea is grow- 
ing. Accidents. were few and™far be- 
tween and there was a marked return 
toward the old idea of what a Fourth of 
July observance should be. 

Of course, there was the usual rush to 


the cpuntry, made all the greater by the 
excessive heat, and every amusement re- 


who stayed at home the day was less a 
mere carnival of noise than in recent 
years,! and public officials and private 
citizens united tn trying to bring out all 
that the Declaration of Independence im- 


plied. 
As compared with 24 killed and 1,294 


injured on July 4, 1910, and 82 killed and 
1,051 injured on July 4, 1900, over the 
entire country, yesterday’s retord, from 
reports available last night, showed about 
20 killed. The fire loss, which was $317,- 
815 in 1910 and $533,615 in 1909, also was 
cut down considerably. In the 24 hours 


ended at midnight there were 23 street- 
box alarms and 9 still elarms in this city, 
as against 80 street-box alarms and 37 
still alarms in 1908 and 83 street-box 
alarms and 21 still alarms. 

In this city there were four deaths di- 
rectly traceable to the holiday, whereas 
last year there were none, and in 1909 
only one. Of these four fatalities two 
were due to a. fight arising over the 
possession of some fireworks. A boy 
was~killed by the careless use. of a re- 
volver loaded with ball cartridges and a 
girl died of burns through her dress 
catching fire from fireworks. 

In spite of: these occurrences it was 
none the less remarked throughout the 
city that there seemed a great falling off 
in the amount of gunpowder let off in the 
streets, and the day passed off with wel- 
come quietude. Fireworks were a good 
deal hafder to come by this year through 
the -strict enforcement of the municipal 
regulations, and the knowledg¢ that in 
all parts of the city fine displays were to 
be given at night at the public expense 
persuaded many )private persons to dis- 
pense with their own purchases. 

Official exercises in all five boroughs 
took the place of the familiar \rackct. 
The principal gathering was at the City 
Hall, and it struck the keynote of all 
this year’s principal celebrations. It 
brought‘out as its chief feature the di- 
verse elements that make up the great 
American people and the historic pria- 
ciples that are molding them into one 
Nation. 

At the City Hall this was symbolized by 
a remarkable parade of all nations. It 
was well worth seeing from a spectactiar 
point of view, especially the Chinese por- 
tion of the procession, and it was: also 
inspiring in the devotion the newcomers 
displayed to the Constitutiton of the land 
of their adoption. 

But not less interesting were the sec- 
tional gatherings in different parts of 
the city. In Washington Square French 
“and Italian Americans joined with their 
native brethren to honor the flag. In 
Mulberry Square the Italians met and 
were addressed by Gen. Garibaldi, fresh 
from fighting for Mexican liberty. In 
Seward and Hamilton Fish Parks ihe 
Hebrews and in Tompkins Square the 
Hungarians met with the same purpose in 
view. To all of them the Declaration 
of Independence was read in their native 
tongues and was received with profound 
respect. 

In the afternoon and evening the same 
idea of a general civic celebration was 
carried out by band concerts in the parks 
and on the recreation piers and by dis- 
plays of fireworks arranged by the Alder- 
manic Committee in the public places. It 
happened this year that the Independence 
Day celebration coincided with the ‘cen- 
tenary of the City Hall. On Aug, 12, 1811), 
the Common Counctl of the city met for 
the first time in the City Hall in the 


Mayor's reception room, and it was de- 
cided to observe that event yésterday. 
Consequently before the formal Fourth of 
July exercises in City Hall Park there 
was a gathering in the hall itself and a 
special meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

It was it eresting in the memories it 
aroused of the history of the city, and it 
brought forth two announcements ‘of im⸗ 

ortance in’ themselves. Borough Presi- 

ent McAneny announced that the city 
would continue the restoration of the City 
Hall, already begun by Mrs. Russell Sage, 
and the Aldermen passed ‘a resolution con- 
demning any further gutbeathanente on 
City Hall Park and suggesting that it be 
restored to its former dimensions. 

In the evening the City Hall itself and 
the park were illuminated, and crowds 
gathered to see the graceful outlines of 
the famous building outlined in fire. 
Meanwhile all day long every pleasure

Schools Bringing Harmony. 


The' Mayor went on to say that the 
great problem was the possibility of mak-

“We. certainly cannot,” he declared,

crs, the same books, and learn the same 
songs, and I have always said that the 
schools would make us all a unit. For 
my part it seems to be now that the chil-

LONDON, July 4—Independence Day 
was celebrated here quietly, yet with 
all due respect to the occasion. Per- 
haps more than in any recent year did 
the. commercial ‘element. assert itself. 


| Up-to-date tradesmen all over town 


unfurled the Stars and Stripes, and the 
casual American here could not help 
but feel flattered. 

- Gutter merchants also were not slow 
to seize the opportunity. One in the 
Strand was dressed in white with @ 
small American flag stuck in his cap, 
and did a thriving’ business selling 
chewing xum. 

Around the. hotels Americans cele- 
brated the day in the usual style, and 
one noticed many Britishers joining In 
the festivities. There were a number of 
private dinners given to-night at all 
the * principal hotels. 

The chief event of the day was the 
reception held by Ambassador and Mrs. 
Reid at Dorchester House. Nearly 
every American at present in town at- 
tended, and a most delightful if crowd- 
ed function it was, all agreeing that it 
was the most successful ever held. 
.| Everywhere one turned were seen the 
faces of well-known Americans, the 
most popular being J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who was here, there, and. every- 
where, shaking hands with all and moy- 
ing about\ with the agility of a school- 
boy. Although there were Duchesses 
and Countesses and many like notables 
present, the ‘cynosure of all eyes was 
Mr. Morgan. It is estimated that over 
4,000 attended the reception. 

To-night the principal function was & 
dinner given by the American Society 
in London, which this year was held at 
the Savoy. Ambassador Reid, who 
presided, proposed, among other toasts, 
one to John Hays Hammond, special 
lenvoy for the coronation, and caused 
great amusement by wishing him 
‘‘a speedy return.” Whether Mr. Reid 
referred to Mr. Hammiond’s return to 
America or to the mutch debated ques- 
tion of whether he will eventually come 
back to London as Mr. Reid’s suc- 
cessor, is a moot point. 

Mr. Hammond, however, has been 
freely telling all and sundry that he 
has no ambition to hold another diplo- 
matic mission. 

Mr. Reid made a neat hit, which was 
highy appreciated by his audience of 
Americans, in speaking of another spe- 
cial erivoy of the United States to Lon- 
don, whom he had had the pleasure of 
meeting in the course of the eight 
years in which he has headed the em- 
bassy here. He described that visitor 
as “a man with a great career behind 
shim.”

KING REVIEWS BOY SCOUTS. 


$5,000 Gathered at Windsor— Many- 
Had Camped in the Park. 


WINDSOR, July 4.—King George, ac- 
companied by Queen Mary and other mem- 
bers of the royal family, surrounded by @ 
brilliant staff of distinguished officers of 
the navy, reviewed in Windsor Great Park 
to-day an army of 35,000 boy scouts gath- 
ered from all parts of the United Kingdom 
and from some of the colonies. © weath- 
er. was beautiful.

The part thus laid waste 
was afterward transferred by the 
Tweed Ring to the Federal Government 
as the site of that architectural mon- 
strosity, the Mullet’ Post Office. The 
Tweed Court House, a monument to 
the malice, ignorance, and greed of its 
era, was also erected in City Hall Park. 
The reply to the complaint of protest- 
ing citizens was ‘What are you going 
te do about it?” The citizens have 
the same question to answer to-day, 
in the dawning of the second century 
of City Hall Park. 

The Mullet Post Office can soon be re- 
moved. The Tweed Court House must go, 
There is a chance to restore and pre 
serve City Hall Park as a civic centre, 
with the handsome old City Hall in its 
centre as a lasting monument. But to- 
day is appointed for a snap hearing 
by. the ‘Mayor on the Stilwell bill passed 
by’ a snap-vote by the Assembly to 
locate a huge new Court House in the 
park. A few sturdy men of large civic 
pride will &ttend the hearing to protest 
against this defiance of the will of the 
people. But the advocates of the Stil- 
well bill are numerous and influential. 
What are you going to do about it? 

Every newspaper in ‘this city has pro- 
tested against this outrage. A good 
site for the new law courts has been 
selected near the new Municipal Build- 
ing. The Bar Association, the City 
Club, and every important civic society 
oppose the building of the new Court 
House in the park. Mr, GRrosvENOR 
ATTERBURY, who has been one of the 
foremost opponents of the park inva- 
sion, delivered an eloquent address at 
yesterday’s celebration on the City Hall 
as an example of good architecture 
which should be preserved. It’ cannot 
be preserved for long if the huge Court 
House is to surround it. The Board 
of Aldermen passed a resolution yester- 
day favoring the preservation of the 
City Hall as a histortc monument, and 
protesting against further. encroach- 
ment of the park surrounding it. This 
is, indeed, encouraging. , 

But the Aldermen as a body have no 
voice in the selection of the Court 
House site, and the Legislature has 
played the people false in this matter. 
Only the citizens themselves, by vigor- 
ous and united action, can keep the 
law courts out of City Hall Park. What 
are you going to do about it?

But it has 
the supreme advantage of being a gen- 
erous begizining along right lines, .Be- 
yond doubt, the results to be obtained 
|from the use of it in the way in which 
it is sure to be: raised will incite the 
friends of the college to further effort. 
It was also announced by President 
Harris that the science degree will not 
be given after the next two years, and 


to strengthen instruction in the clas- 
sical course. Thig is in the line of con- 
centration upon that general culture, 
based primarily on classical training, 
which a college organized as Amherst 
is can best give, and with which train- 
ing for a scientific degree, while neces- 
sarily in itself relatively defective, 
must more or less interfere. We re- 
gard it as a sound measure. Not that 
we do not see the pressing need for 
more and better training in‘ science in 
its various branches—a need that is 
bound to grow with time, and. one that 
should be met with the utmost care, 
energy, ‘and foresight. But that is a 
need which no gmall college can really 
begin to meet unless its work be con- 
fined to science.. And along with that 
need theré is another just as urgent, 
just as sure to grow, the need for a 
broad, thorough, and balanced general 
culture for which right training in the 
language, literature, and thought of 
Greece and Rome is the best-known 
foundation. 

A striking example of what is being 
undertaken in this direction is the en- 
gagement for a course of lectures next 
Spring ‘of Prof. GmszrT MurrRar of 
Oxford. No “classical” scholar of the 
English-epeaxing race has done more 
than ‘Gusert Murray to make the 
study of Greek and of Greece a living 
thing, to make real to his readers and 
students that vital chain of continuity 
which binds the past to the present 
and the future, and enables men to see 
the life of the past in ita relation to 
the development of the race. He knows 
his Greece as he knows his England, 
and in rare degree enables us to know 
it, and Greek is no more “dead” for 
him than German or French, no more 
isolated or barren of immediate and in- 
timate interest. It can hardly be ex- 
pected of Amhtrst that it will be able, 
certainly not within a long time, to 
organize its instruction and training in 
accordarice with the standard indicated 
by the engagement of this remarkable 
scholar, but the engagement is ex- 
tremely significant and promising, We 
have now at Amherst a substantial 
medsure of progress in the direction 
of better payment of professors; con- 
centration on genefal culture, and ad- 
vance in the scope and character of 
classical training. . These are in the 
direct line of the suggestions made by 
the Committee of the Class of ’85. 
Whether they are in consequence of 
these suggestions is, as we have said, 
@ matter of no general interest. The

4 NEW NITROGEN DISCOVERY. 

Crops of grains, potatoes, and. other 
food plants, that are not leguminous, 
are limited by the amount of nitrates 
in the soll, It has long. been Known 
that alfalfa, clovers, peas, beans, and 
vetches manufacture their own fertil- 
izing nitrates by means of bacteria 
attached to their roots that extract the 
nitrogen from_the air. Soils have been 
enriched by cowings of and 
the consequent crops of grain and 
other foods have heen increased both 
in quantity and in their percentage of 
protein,, which is the tissue-building 
substance of food. The Scientific 
American of July 1 calls attention to 
the researches of T. I. Lyon. and 
James A, Brazeii of the Cornell Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, showing that not only may the soil 
be stored with nitrogen compounds by 
turning under the leguminous \growths 
for future crops, but “the growth of 
legumes may also furnish nitrogenous 
food to other plants growing with 
them,” and “then influence the nitri- 
fication of the soil besides.” 

Enlightened farmers will, -hereafter, 
mix with their sowings of timothy and 
oats the seed of alfalfa, red clover, 
and peas. Messrs. Lron and Brzzeu. 
increase the percentage of protein in 
timothy from 12.75 to 15.56 by sowing 
it with alfalfa and from 17.19 to 2456 


Similar gratifying increases‘in protein 
content. were obtainesl by mixing ‘oats 
with peas:

Once the nitrification ‘begins inthe 
soil it may continue long ‘after the 
leguminous crop has heen. harvested.

Thinks Law WII!t Not Hurt Mortgage 
Securities. 


T'o the Hdttor of The New York Timea: , 

Many misleading statements, it seems 
to'me, have been made about the ; roposed 
gradual reduction of the rate of taxation 
on. buildings until it reaches one-half the 
rate of taxation,on land, as provided. in 
the Sdlliven-Shortt bile now — at 
Albany. 

— particular, misappreh nm upon 
which 1 féel: qualified’ to speak because 
of twenty-five; years continuous experi- 
ente in the business of placlag n-ortgage 
lvans, is that relating to the possible ef- 
fect of the bills, if enacted, upon mort- 
gage securities. President Allan Robin- 
son of the Allied Real Estate Interests, 
referring to the bill, says: 

‘It would. reduce the. borrowing capa- 
city of the city, which is based upon real 
estate assessments, and it would cause 
the calling in of mortgage upon a ‘arge 
scale.” 

There are two gloomy predictions in 
this statement, and it is hard to imagire 
@ foundation for either of them in the 
proposed legislation. Reflection must in- 
duce the conclusion that the tendency of 
reducing, the tax burdens ‘upon buildings‘ 
must be to encourage. production of -more: 
bufldings; and, indeed, this View of the 
matter is taken by many opponents vf the 
bills,, who contend that their-effect ‘n jaw. 
would be to cause the production tr too 
manv buildings—an absurdity| that I am 
not aiming to deal with now. How the 
production of more buildings, which ‘under 
the law must be fully if not fully 
taxed, is going to reduce the borrowing 
capacity of the city, is hard to see. 

Why anybody who holds a good mort- 
gage..on a. dwelling house.or any cther 
improved property in the city-should-can- 
cel “it-in view of the proposed law is 
equally. hard to figure out; The building 
ordinarily constitutes one-half to. two- 
thirds" of the security ‘of the mortgage, 
.since In the average instances the land 
Value: is but one-half to one-third of the 
building valuation. To say that 1emov- 
ing a part of the tax burdens upon buiid- 
ings would reduce the value of buildings 
as security for loang would be obviously 
absurd, 

As to the tendency of the proposed law 
to reduce land valies I am. unable to see 
that, éither, so far af least as It relates 
to the value. of, land upon which build- 
ings, are erected.

“BEATEN BY GROWD 


His Victim ts Harmless and Half- 
Witted and a Favorite in 
the Neighborhood.’ 


WOMEN CHAMPIONED HIM

Though Hundreds Saw Original Ae 
sault, None Would Make a Complaint

What seemed to witnesses to be an un- 
justifiable beating of a half-witted, under- 
sized young negro nearly caused a riot'in 
West Ninety-sixth Street yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

caused had subsided the man who had 
beaten the negro had teimesit been severe- 
ly beaten. 

The shouts and blows of the combatants 
emptied all the tenements in the vitinity. 
Insisting that the negro was half-witted 
and was known all over the neighborhood 
to be harmless and helpless, many women 
joined the crowd and urged their mascu- 
line relatives and neighbors to see the 
man who had beaten the negro soundly 
thrashed. 

The negro, according to the tenement 
folk, is known in. the neighborhood as 
William Bonapart. A dredge owner 
hamed Stokes, whose boat ties up at dif- 
ferent upper west sides wharves, gives 
him, they say, board and lodging aboard 
the vessel as pay for running errands and 
doing longshore work.. The negro also 
does odd jobs in the saloon at 830 West 
Ninety-sixth Street. Judging from yes- 
terday's excitement, he has many friends 
there. 

The man who beat the negro is Henry 
McFadden. He is employed in @ saloon 
immediately opposite the one in which 
Bonapart is employed. 

According to the people of the neighbor- 
hood and even McFadden himself, Bona- 
part crossed over to McFadden’s saloon 
yesterday afternoon and asked to have 
some of the fresh ears of corn, which, as 
a special Fourth of July treat, the pro- 
prietor was giving away. While asking 
for the corn the negro, who is light-head- 
ed, but who had not, according to the 
tenement people, been drinking, was over- 
come by the heat and fell to the floor. 
McFadden, becoming angry at this, picked 
him up and threw him into the street, 
punching and kicking him, according to 
witnesses. 

After lying in the street for a while the 
negro got to his feet and went and sat 
as if dazed on the saloon porch. But this 
seems to have enraged the bartender still 
more, for he ran out, and after punching 
the negro several times, commenced to 
drag him about the street by the heels so 
that his head beat against the sobble- 
stones.

Oldtimers Start Race Trouble to Drive 
~  Qut. Adstrians. 


It is many years ago that Hell's 
Kitchen; the district south of Fitty- 
ninth Street, and west of Ninth Avenue, 
won iis name; when policemen covered 
their posts in couples, and when scarcely 
a night passed that one or more of these 
uniformed pairs u.. not have to stand off 
an attack by the young men of the neigh- 
borhood. Since then tne gangs have been 
subdued, policemen no longer travel in 
couples, but the spirit of Hell's Kitchen 
has been subdued only, not destroyed.

Then the Hell’s Kitchen gang 
carried the fight within the saloon doors, 
The Austrians were driven up stairs to 
Ruscovich’s living rooms, their own 
troubles forgotten while they made com- 
mon cause against the new enemy. 

The bar was destroyed. Tables and 
chairs were broken and every bottle and 
mirror -in  Ruscovich's oon was 
smashed. It. was only when there was 
nothing left to destroy that the invaders 
emerged again into the street. There 
Detectives Susillo, Moonan, and Flood 
essayed to stop them. They ere simply 
swept out of the way and the call..was 
sent for the reserves. —* Burfeind and 
a dozen men came from the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station only’ to find them- 
selves ‘powerless, They sent a call for 
help and more men came from the West 
Thirty-seventh rest —— Only then

Of the atiacking party the the police found 
none left to arr the Austrians, 
recalling their own feuds, made counter 
charges. against one another and were 
arrested.
